The New York Times has an editorial on the “ New
Campaign in Virgivia.” The following is ac extract
from it :

The information which we, as yet bave, both as re-
gards Lee’s position and lice of retreat, and Meade’s
line of advance, is too scanty to enable one to forecaste
the pature of the coming campaign. The character of
the great chess-boarc is so weil understood, however,
that a few moves must reveal the general aspect of the
grand game.

In an advaoce on an enemy moving, by the Shenan-
doah Valley, we bave the choice of two lines, and only
two. We can move eitber to the right or to the left of
the Ridge mountains. If we move by the right the ad-
vance becomes a mere folowing after the enemy. The
chances of overtaking bim—be moving towards his
base, we irom ourg—usre siender ; but should the enemy
determine to meke a stand, the live of the Opequon
creek from Charlestown to Winchester will afford him
three or four capital positions.

If on the other hand it is determined to move
by the left, that is, East of the Blue Ridge mountaing,
it becomes, on our part, a strategic marccavre to seiz2
the lower gap through which the rebel army must de-
bouch to cover its communication by way of Calpeper
and Gordonsville. If we take Culpeper or Gordons-
ville, as what military writers call the “ebjective point,”
(and it is evident, Lee has to make this in order to coy-
er his line of retreat to Richmond,) it is cbvious that a

This line, synonymous with three disastrous failures,
we presume, Gen. Meade will avoid altogether. It
should pever have been chosen. By moving from War-
renton direet on Culpeper C. H., he takes the Rappa-
henvock where it is an insignificent rill affording the
rebels no position for defence.

It i3 as useful to detect error and ex it for the
elification of the present and future geperations, as it
ig to discover truth. We must steer clear of the rep-
etition of the former and adbere more closely to the
latter.

The errors of the present campaign are now proba-
bly visible and palpable to all.

T'en thcusand men would have defended Vicksburg
longer than the more numerous ariny we bad there, be-

numerous and efiicient, and the resalt would not have
been so disastrous. If the reinforcements abstracted |
| from Bragg's army had not been sent to Gen. Johos-
ton, in Mis3issippi, and the force that was sent to him
from Charleston and Savannah had been sent up Talla-
homa, Gen. Bragg could have whipped Rosecrans out
of Tennessce and Kentucky end Grant wou'd bave
raised the siege of Vicksburg or his supplies of provi-
sion and ammunition, going down the Ohio and Mis-
sissippi rivers, would bave becn cut off, and necessita-
ted tte return of his army to the Northwest, if it could
have gotien there, even after Vicksburg bad fallen.
‘Tke incursion of Lee iuto Pennsyivania bas not been
withont some good results though, on the whole, the ex-
pedition cannot be said to bave been a successful one.
[t has contrastcd beneficially and advantagecusly with
the conduct of the Yaukee armies in the South. And
all the world are now compelled tosee that frcemen and
gentlemen are engaged on ope side of this contest and
serfs and thieves on the opposite side. Lee's expedition
may have the eflect to rouse the angry passions of the
bad men of the North, who enlist for purposes of plan-
der and who advocate the continuance of the war from
| selfish considerations. But, at the same time, the con-
duct of his army must mske a most favorable impres-
gion on the men of the North who are governed by
principle, and are not entirely destitute of the feelings
acd sentiments of Christiaus and civilized human beings.
And a still decper and more favirahle impression will
be made on the balance of the world who are controlled
by a more disinterested and dispassionate judgment than
those directly interested in the resalls of the contest.

We are unable to see any goed results that can fol-
low the expedition of Jobn Morgan into Ohio, that

will be commensurate with the risk of the enterprise.

He may destroy railcoad; and railroad bridges, and ecom-

missery and gquartermaster stores, but unless be can

give a prepouderance io the public sentiment of that

solid or lasting advantage.

All the avwice of the Southern Ccenfederacy ave in
high spirits utd exeellent condition in every way. And
if we avoid the errors of the past we have an abiding
coufidesc: that this campaign will yet conclude tri-
umpbauily =nd gloriously for the canse of Southern
liberty and indep:ndence.

Bu! we would much rather hear that ocur miliiary
guthoritics bad resolvid boldly to confront the armics
of the envmy and drive them back than that they io-
tended to perform long marhes, either into neutral ter-
[ ritory or inte that of the endmy to oufflank them. We

think Morgan could do much more goud were he now
'ia their rcar of Rosecrans army than being in Ohio.

| The Columbas “ San " estimates that in the Con-
federate States of America there are pot, perhaps, less
than a millicn of dogs, Ifttle and big. “We regard this
as a very moderate estimate. 1t is qnite evident that
these dogs must eat; it is evident, also, that every
cunce of bread they eat diminiskes the supply of - food
jast that much ; ard, consequently, as the supply is de-
creased, the price of what remaios must increase. Sup-
pose, fur iusiance, that each dog will consume only coe-
balf ounce of bread per day—that is certain'y a mode-
rate estimaie but we desire to be clearly within the
bounds of reason—then, the miliicn of curs would coon-
sume three milions five hundred thousand ounces per
week, or fifteen millions, one hupdred and sixty-six
thousand, six bundred and sixty-six and two-third
pounds per annum ! At present prices, the bread thas
consumed by these worthless dogs would amount to a
sum not leas than forty-six hundred thousand dollars !—
T'his is the tribute we pay the dogs in the article of
bread alone! How shall we estimate the amount of
meat they will consume, the amount of ezgs they suck,
or the pomber of sheep they kill?
